A  great  alteration  'in  the  appearance 
and  comfort  of  the  house  has  been  effected. 
By  the  raising  of  the  floor  the  platform 
of  the  pulpit  has  been  lowered.  A  cen¬ 
tre  aisle  is  secured  by  the  new  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  sittings.  The  carpenters, 
work  was  done  by  Messrs.  Westervelt  & 
Callan.  The  painting  of  the  church,  in¬ 
side  anti  out,  was  done  by  Mr.  David 
Smith  of  this  place,  who  employed  for 
the  special  work  behind  .the  pulpit  Mr.

These 
chairs  are  of  the  best  make,  and  are  ex¬ 
ceedingly  comfortable.  A  new  slate-roof 
covers  the  building. 

Great  credit  is  due  the  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  w  ho  have  had  the 
repairs  in  charge.  The  Committee  con¬ 
sists  of  Messrs.  Henry  Russell,  Richard 
Stout,  D.  G.  Garabrant  and  John  Rass- 
bacli.

Summer  Correspondence. 

N.  E.  Maroaree,  C.  B.,  July  24.  1886. 

T>  '*«  Citizen: 

My  vacation  is  al*out  over  and  if  I  am 
to  write  you  a  letter  from  Cajie  Breton 
this  season  I  must  begin.  \After  the  man¬ 
ner  of  Mr.  Warner  the  letter  might  begin 
with  a  brief  account  of  Boston  and  the 
beauties  of  the  “  Hub,”  but  I  w  ill  leave 
the  future  tourist  to  iliscover  them  for 
himself. 

Our  party  of  three  sailed  from  Boston 
on  the  S.  S.  Merriinac,  a  good  ship  with 
three  bad  but  energetic  cooks,  w  hose  duty 
appeared  to  be  to  cook  the  meats  on  both 
sides  and  in  the  middle.  Before  taking 
MMAsre  in  her  again  I  shall  require  a 


certificate  that  the  ship  has  changed 
cooks.  We  reached  Halifax,  after  a  de¬ 
lightful  trip,  on  Monday  morning,  long 
before  the  inhabitants  of  that  good  town 
had  slept  off  their  Sunday  dissipations 
and  for  lack  of  else  to  do  walked  up  to 
and  around  the  citadel  that  frowns  down 
upon  the  underlying  town  the  harbor  is 
surrounded  by  forts,  and  from  its  fortiti 
cations  it  is  manifest  that  Great  Britain 
means  to  have  something  to  say  a  Unit 
the  annexation  of  Nova  Scotia. 

After  a  vain  attempt  to  get  into  some 
•stores  at  eight  o’clock  which  would  not 
open  until  nine,  we  went  to  the  Halifax 
House  for  breakfast,  and  there  we  met 
-our  former  fellow  townsman,  Mr.  C.  J. 
Turner,  who,  also  “  upon  pleasure  bent 
but  of  a  frugal  mind,”  had  come  to  Hali¬ 
fax  for  the  sea  air.  We  enjoyed  Mr. 
Turner  and  a  good  breakfaet,  and  the 
highly  civilized  member  of  our  party  got 
shaved,  a  bail  habit,  into  which,  I  am  sor¬ 
ry  to  say,  he  has  relapsed  several  times 
during  our  stay  in  this  region. 

After  squandering  some  money  on  the 
storekeepers  of  Halifax  we  returned  to 
the  steamer  and  sailed  for  Port  Hawkes- 
burv,  which  is  principally  Port  and  very 
little  Hawkesbury.  Our  voyage  thither 
was  devoid  of  incident,  unless  nearly  run¬ 
ning  down  a  fishing  smack  deserves  that 
name,  and  I  suspect  that  the  Captaiu  of 
the  smack  thinks  it  did,  and  on  Tuesday 
morning  we  reached  Port  Hawkesbury 
and  breakfasted  on  board  the  Worcester, 
a  sister  ship  of  the  Merriinac,  ujxjn  the 
invitation  of  Captain  Allen. 

At  about  four  in  the  afternoon  we  start¬ 
ed  in  the  Steamboat  Marion  for  Baddeck. 
The  route  lies  for  a  considerable  distance 
through  the  Bras  D’Or  Lakes,  w’hich  are 
said  to  be  very  beautiful,  and  through 
which  the  trip  is  made  at  night,  with  the 
view  of  inducing  tourists  to  return  anoth¬ 
er  year  to  see  them.  About  ten ‘o’clock  at 
night  we  arrived  at  Baddeck  and  put  up 
at  the  Telegraph  House,  so  called,  it  is 
believed,  because  the  beds  are  stuffed 
with  old  telegraph  poles,  varied  with  an 
occasional  bunch  of  wire  for  springs.  On 
the  following  day  after  a  thirty  mile  chive 
over  high  mountains  and  through  a  wild 
and  beautiful  country,  we  reached  the 
Margaree  Valley  and  were  welcomed  at 
the  house  of  J.  J.  Ross. 

And  here,  if  they  lived  further  away 
from  me,  I  should  try  to  describe  the 
whole  party  assembled  at  the  Ross  man¬ 
sion,  whom  as  itis  I  can  but  name.  The 
Doctor,  the  best  of  good  fellows,  with  an 
apparently  unconquerable  aversion  to 
“ biled  shirts”  and  “poles;”  The  Doc¬ 
tor’s  wife,  whose  pleasant  manners  and 
kind  deeds  won  all  hearts,  and  whose 
pedestrian  powers  were  the  wonder  of 
the  untutored  native;  Mr.  J.,  whose  gen¬ 
ial  nature,  wit  and  general  information 
made  him  the  life  of  the  house  ;  Mr.  C. , 
whose  dislike  for  “rods”  born  of  unpleas¬ 
ant  early  associations,  caused  him  to  call 
a  “trout-rod”  a  “pole”  to  the  Doctor’s 
disgust ;  Mr.  B.,  the  pet  of  our  hostess, 
whose  accustomed  earnestness,  carried 
into  his  fishing,  resulted  in  his  getting 
more  fish  than  the  rest  of  us ;  and  most 
of  all  would  I  like  to  describe  “Billy’ 
surnamed  “  the  Kid,”  but  my  powers  of 
description  fail — to  be  '  appreciated  he 
must  be  known.  Others  there  were  but 
they  came  later  and  we  saw  comparative¬ 
ly  little  of  them. 

Well,  here  we  are,  and  what  do  we  do? 
what  do  people  usually  do  under  such 
circumstances  ?  we  fish,  we  eat,  take  long 
drives  over  roads  calculated  to  aid  diges¬ 
tion  and  admire  the  mountains  rising  on 
all  sides  of  us,  covered  with  unbroken 
forest.  And  such  fishing !  But  if  I 
should  tell  you  about  it  youlwould  not 
believe  me.  They  said  the  "fishing  was 
not  good  this  year,  but  to  one  whose  fish¬ 
ing  has  been  done  in  the  trout  brooks  of 
the  eastern  states  it  was  a  revelation. 
WTe  hear  occasionally  that  some  one  has 
killed  a  salmon,  and  w-e  have  seen  some, 
but  our  most  persuasive  flies  were  unable 
to  draw  them  from  the  depths  of  the 
pools.  The  last  three  dayB  we  have 
spent  in  the  woods,  in  what  is  called  the 
Intervale,  on  the  upper  waters  of  the 
Margaree,  and4  if  I  told  of  the  trout' 
killed  on  that  trip  I  should  simply  be 
set  down  as  another  example  of  a  man 
whose  morals  had  been  ruined  by  a  fish¬ 
ing  trip. 

I  would  like  to  write  further  and  tell 
of  the  natives  and  their  Sunday  obser¬ 
vances,  which  would  astonish  some  of  our 
personal  liberty  ’  friends,  but  my  letter 
is  already  too  long.  One  by  one  our  friends 
left  us.  The  the  unpleasant  part  of  these 
trips  is  the  meeting  with  people,  learning 
to  esteem  them  and  then  parting  never 
probably  to  see  them  again.  Our  vaca¬ 
tion  is  about  over  and  what  happens  to 
us  on  our  return  trip  remains  to  be  seen, 
but  be  it  pleasant  or  not,  the  memory  of 
this  vacation  among  the  mountains  of 
Cape  Breton  will  be  one  of  unalloyed 
pleasure.

SOUTH  ORANGE. 

Two  methods  for  the  introduction  of 
water  in  South  Orange  are  under  consid¬ 
eration,  one  being  the  tapping  of  the 
mains  from  the  Orange  reservoir  which 
runs  through  the  village,  and  the  other 
the  proposition  to  establish  an  indepen¬ 
dent  system  and  supply  water  from  driv¬ 
en  wells,  as  East  Orange.  A  public 
meeting  to  discuss  the  question  is  talked 
of.  Thirty-five  gas  lamps  that  have  just 
been  erected  will  be  lighted  for  the  first 
time  on  Monday  night. 

A  Fisk  campaign  club  has  been  organ- 
ized  with  Gavin  Houston,  President ;  Ajex- 
Roberston,  Vice-President;  A.  S.  Bern 
brook,  Secretary;  Manning  E.  Drake, 
Treasurer. 


The  Orange  Board  of  Assessors  have 
ascertained  the  tax  rate  in  this  city  for 
the  ensuing  year  to  be  $2.60.  The  total 
amount  to  be  raised  for  city  purposes,  in¬ 
cluding  interest  and'  sinking  fund  ac¬ 
counts,  is  $110,103.34,  and  the  county 
tax,  including  polls  and  special  road  tax 
is  $35*461.43.  The  total  net  valuations 
as  returned  by  the  Assessors  is  $5,327, 
900.  The  total  tax  rate  is  made  up  of 
$1.96  for  city  purposes  and  64  cents  coun 
ty  tax,  and  is  two  points  higher  than  last 
year. 

A  pony  polo  club  has  been  organised 
in  the  Oranges,  by  some  of  the  members 
of  the  Essex  County  Hunt  and  others, 
and  a  portion  of  the  large  field  on  It  lie 
northeast  corner  of  South  Orange  avenue 
and  Centre  street  is  used  for  practice. 
The  club  has  a  membership  of  twelve, 
and  as  soon  as  they  have  become  profi 
cient  players  regular  days  will  be  fixed 
and  matches  arranged. 

Before  Justice  Mandeville,  Maurice 
Slattery,  a  tree  agent,  sued  O.  C.  Benja¬ 
min,  the  Main  Street  photographer,  for  a 
note  of  $50,  which  the  latter  had  given 
for  trees  purchased  of  the  agent.  Mr. 
Benjamin  had  stopped  payment  on  the 
note  because  a  number  of  the  trees  had 
tlied.  Slatterly  claimed  that  he  had 
agreed  to  take  back  the  remaining  trees 
in  full  settlement* of  the  amount  due,  but 
that  Benjamin  had  refused  to  agree  to 
that  arrangement.  Judgment  was  given 
for  Slattery. 

EAST  ORANGE. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Cowdrey,  the  East  Or*nge 
Assessor,  has  prepared  a  statement  of 
this  year’s  tax  rate.  The  total  town*hip 
rate  is  $1.95,  of  which  $1.35  is  for  town¬ 
ship  purposes  and  60  cents  for  coonty 
tax.  In  addition  to  tliis,  there  is  the 
special  school  tax  in  the  school  districts 
for  the  payment  of  bonds,  interest,  etc. 
This  school  tax  in  Eastern  district  i*  33 
cents,  in  Ashland  24  cents  and  in  Frank¬ 
lin  42  cents,  making  the  total  tax  rate 
for  Eastern  district  $2.28,  for  Ashland 
$2.19,  for  Franklin  $2.37,  and  an  average 
rate  in  the  township  of  $2.28. 

Officer  Dan  beck  was  patrolling  his 
beat  last  night,  when  he  noticed  a  man 
prowling  about  in  a  suspicious  manner. 
The  officer  keeping  in  the  shadows  follow¬ 
ed  him  into  the  yards  of  several  houses 
in  the  vicinity  of  Grove  street  and  Sussex 
avenue,  until  finally  he  saw  him  bend 
down  and  open  the  cellar  window  of  a 
Sussex  avenue  house  and  just  as  he  had 
started  to  crawl  in,  the  officer  pounced 
upon  him.  The  thief  gave  his  name  as 
James  Brady,  of  Newark,  and  declined 
to  say  why  he  was  entering  the  o*llar. 
This  morning  Judge  Munn  held  him  on 
a  charge  of  breaking  and  entering  and 
Chief  Blaurock  is  looking  up  his  record. 
He  is  believed  to  be  an  old  criminal.

The  contract  for  the  building  of  the 
Kennel  Club  House,  to  be  erected  on  the 
grounds  of  the  New  Jersey  Agricultural 
Society,  at  Waverly,  has  been  awarded 
to  a  Mr.  Byrne*,  of  Elizabeth.  The  cost 
of  the  building  is  to  1*?  $5,490.  The 
building  is  to  be  situated  near  the  poul¬ 
try  house,  east  of  the  main  entrance  to 
the  grounds,  and  is  to  be  a  one  story 
structure  80  feet  by  200.  The  structure 
is  to  be  strong  ami  substantial,  without 
any  effort  being  made  at  architectural 
display.  The  ceiling  will  be  high  and 
the  arrangements  will  be  as  complete  as 
possible  for  proper  ventilation.  There 
will  be  stalls  for  800  dogs,  ami  a  large 
court  where  the  judging  is  to  be  done. 
The  building  will  he  completed  by  the 
7th  of  Sept,  in  time  for  the  opening  of 
the  fair  a  week  later.
